He has been invited to |} 
lecture on botulism at the University 
of Chicago and leaves for there on Mon- 
day. 

“What impresses me most here,” he 
said, ‘‘is the apparently endless wealth 
of the people of the Unietd States.

Everywhere i 
see people plentifully supplied with 
money. As I told a friend in Syracuse, 
there’s everything you can buy for a 
dollar but few things you can buy for 
less than a dollar.”

GERMAN IMPORT FIGURES. 


Cotton and Connie for Several! Coun- 
tries Shipped to Hamburg. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There seems to be something of a 
paradox about the figures of our sales| 
of cotton and copper to Germany put 
forth by the Department of Commerce 
and widely published by the American 
press. 

By these figures Germany is said to 
have purchased in August 70,209 bales 
of cotton and 9,580,045 pounds of cop- 
per, valued respectively at $9,534,187 
and $1,460,319, and in the eight months 
500,644 bales of cotton and 107,076,52 


pounds of copper, valued at $72,566,183 
and $17,301,717 respectively. She is 
also said to have paid cash for these | 
purchases, which fact is cited as dis- | 
proving assertions of Germany's bank- 
ruptcy and Inability to pay reparations. 
The figures of our entire trade with 
Germany in August and the. eight 
months then ended recently put forth | 
by the Department of Commerce show | 
out total exports to Germany in the 
month to have been valued at $23,260 


431 and imports to have been $13.776,- 


600. In the eight months period they 
were respectively $191,995,388 and $194,- 
764,548. 

We are asked by the department to 
believe that these two commodities, cot- 


ton and copper, formed approximately 


half of our entire exports to Germany 


in the eight months period. Yet in 
another announcement given out by the 
department and published in the Wall 
Street Journal and other papers on the 
lith it fs stated: 


“The German cotton textile industry 
{s reported to be working at a maximum 


of three days a week. Spinners are 
substituting cheaper cotton for Amer- 
ican wherever possible. This has re- 
sulted in receipts of Indian and of 
other non-American cotton at the port 
of Bremen for the past six months be- 
ing increased fourfold, while receipts 
of American at Bremen equaled only 
two-thirds the quantity arrived during | 
the same period of 1922. August re- 
ceipts of non-American cotton, chiefly 
Indian, and of cotton waste at Ham- 


burg totaled 56,000 bales, or approxi- 
mately three-fourths the quantity of 


American cotton received at Bremen 
during that month." 

The explanation of the statement of 
Germany's large imports is easily ar- 
rived at. For the past two years there 


have been published repeated state- 


ments of the revival of German trade 
as shown in the ship tonnage entering |; 
and clearing German ports, particular- 
ly Hamburs, without the explanation 
that a very large part—the greater 
part, probably—of Hamburg’s trade is 


a transit trade and not German at all. 


It is well known that Trieste and Fiume 
are ‘‘dead'’ so far as the trade of the 
old Austro-Hungarian Empire is con-/| 
cerned This is also true of the Rus-/j} 
sian ports. This trade, what there is | 


left of it, is going through German | 


ports, principally Hamburg. 

Much of the cotton and copper en- 
tering German ports is destined for! 
Czechoslovakia, Ausgria, Switzerland, 
Russia and perhaps other countries, and 
the German cotton indusry is depressed.

United States under lease from Panama. 
President Coolidge made it plain to the 
Minister that the United States, under | 
existing treaties, enjoys the powers of @ 
sovereign in the Canal Zone. 

The President added that this Govern- 
ment would not hesitate to state those 
powers to the fullest extent whenever | 
they were called into question. He! 
pointed out, however, that the Adminis- 
tration has no wish to exert those 
powers to their fullest extent, merely 
for the purpose of bringing in a small 
revenue to the United States Treasury, 
when such a stand would work an in- 
convenience upon the people of the Re- | 
public of Panama. 

Secretary Weeks explained that the 
Government still believes it is desirable
